— Outside of a giaal work by 
War Cloud nothing of real iin|M>rtaiici? occurred at 
till* Kclinont Park track this morning in the way 
of early preimratioii. Mr. Jennings had his Ken- 
tucky Di*rby candidate out pretty early and he put 
in a pleasing mile and an eighth. War Cloud eov- 
creil the first half mile in 48%, the three-quarters 
iu 1:13%. tin* mile in 1:41 and pulled up the mile 
and an eighth in 1 Buxton was iu tin* saddle 
and tliere was no iwrt of the gallop that the horse 
i*ould not have improved on the time had he b^u 
asked. The lust tlircc-eigliths wen* slow. Paddy, 
the sprinter from the Macomlier stable, joined War 
Cloud five-eightiis fnuii the finish, the i»uir being 
close togetlMT from thcr* on. Jennings also had 
Hand Grenade and Siiiilsmiiet out for a thret*-quar- 
ters slow work, the two covering the route in 1:18.

Karrick is one of tliose trainers who believes in 
pmficiency at the barrier.

Widener Inirses. Quite a few stake candidates and 
Iwo-year-olds will be sliipiied to Pimlico this week 
from different stables. 

Contnictors are already on the Belmont Park 
grounds with material for building hangars for 
government aeroplanes to carry mail. Belmont 
Park lias been donated as one of the stations fm: 
ascending and alighting of the mail birds. The 
service will be in ofieration at an earl.v date, as 
the hangars will be <*i>iupleted in short order, all the 
m.aterial lieing cut and shaneil for assembly.

Xott*T has left the employ of Harrv 
Payne Whitney, for wliom he piloted Regret, when 
that famous mare won the Di*rb}' in 1915. He wires 
that he will he able to make 110 or 112 ix>uuds and 
that h<* exi»eets to demonstrate that he is as good 
as he was twelve and fiftei*u years back, when he 
was rilling such horses as Frank Gill and Peter Pan 
with eoiispicuous success. 

Xott**r is the dean of the riding fraternity on this 
side. He has been at tlie business of piloting raci* 
li«»rses longer than an.v jocke.v of the first class still 
in service. He has witnesseii the {lassing of Waltt*r 
•Miller. 4:arroil Sliilling. Arthur lledfem, Tom Me- 
Taggart. Frank Ki*ogh and a si-ore of other stars of 
th«* {dgskin. to none of whom he ever yielded as 
regards skill. 

Because of his weight he has not had much to do 
in the last thns; or four years, but his iK*casional 
efforts on horses of good class have indicated he has 
lost none of his old sagacity and skill. Xotter de- 
sires to make his start this year at Pimlico bei*ause

Over 200 Secure Permission to Take Fait in Ken- 
tucky Meetings — ^K. Spence Refused License. 



Lexington. Ky.. .Vpril 23. — There l»i*ing no quo 
. rum, the Keiitueky State liaeing roiiimission failt*d 
to meet toilay. The lici*use eomiiiittee, <*onu>osed 
of Messrs. Thomas Hart Talbot and ('harles F. 
Grainger and Sei-retary Samuel C. Xuekols, met 
and gruiiteil lii-enses to 161 trainers, 39 jockeys 
and 26 apureutiee riders. Xine agents were author- 
ized. 

License was refused Ka.v SiM*iice and the appli- 
cation of his apprentii*e rider. Harry Lunsford, was 
held up !M*ndiug further investigation.- The charge 
against S»»enee is that he solieRod a man h.v letter 
to make wagers on his horses. Siienee denies the 
charge and says that he was on his wa.v from t.'ulia 
to Kentucky at tlie time the letter was written. 
The part.v to whom tin* letter was aildresseil sent it 
to the eoniiiiissioii. with the statement that Spence 
is unknown to him.
